A. The Ceremonies of the Church of England, 
we acknowledg indeed to be Things indifferent in 
their own Nature, that is, fuch as may be either 
practifed or forbore lawfully, where Authority 
has prefcribed nothing concerning them. But every 
reafonable Man muft grant that the Church has 
Power to conftiture Ceremonies, for the fake of 
Decency and Order in the Publick Worthip of God, 
which being once ordained, and by Publick Au- 
thoriry enjoined, ceafe to be indifferent for their 
Ute, chough they remain ftill fo for their Nature ; 
and of indifferent become {o neceffary, that a Man 
can neither withour Sin refule them, where Autho- 
tity requires, nor ufe them, where Authority re- 
ftraineth their Ufe. Notwith{tanding our Church 
isfar from the impious Prefumption of making 
her Coftitutions of equal Authority with the Laws 
of God: Far by requiring Obedience to thefeCere- 
monial Conftirutions, She has no ether Parpote 
than to reduce all her Children to a regular Uni- 
formity in the ourward Worfmp of God, and does 
not feek to draw an, Opinion either of Divine 





Neceffity upon the Conftitution, or of cffctual 
Holinefs upon the Ceremony, as the Church of 
Rome doth. And as for the Prejudice thar is pre, 
tended to be hereby given to Chriftian Liberty 

this we fay is rather a Cavil than a reafonable 
Objection ; becawfe the Liberty of a Chriftian ta 
indifferent Things is known to confift in the Mind 
and Conf{cience, and is then only infringed, when 
the Confcience is bound by impofing epon it an 
Opinion of Neceflity in the Dodtrine itfelf thae 
is propofed. But it is no Infringement of the Li- 
berty of Confcience to bind a Man only to outward 
Obedience for Order's fake. To make all reftraint 
of the ourward Q@Aan in matters. indifferent an 
Impeachment of Chrijtian Liberty wou'd be to 
bring Anarchy into the Church, and overturn all 
Subjection and Obedience to lawful Authority, «. 
For it is in thefe indifferent and arbitrary Things 
only, thar the immediate Power and Authority of 
Fathers, Mafters and Kulers over their Inferiors 

confifts. For Things abfolutely neceflary, as seam 
manded by God, Men are bound :o do, whether 
Humane Authority require them or no; and 
Things abiolutely unlawful, as prohibited by God 

Rien are bound nor todo, whether Humane Au, 
thority forbid them or no. So that there remain 
only thefe indifferent Things, wherein the Obedi- 
ence due to Superior Authority can be properly 
expreffed. And if a Father or Mafter has Power to 
prefcribe to his Child or Servant in indifferent 
Things, without the Imputation of reftraining 
their Ch iftian Liberty, by Parity of Reafon, the 
Power ot Church Governors to make Ecclefiaftical 

Conftitutions concerning indifferent Things, ought 
not to be interpreted to the prejudice of Chriftian 
Liberty. |

A. The introducing of the Indian numeral Cha- 
racters into Eur:pe, Was undoubtedly thar which 
gave the firft Occafion for the Invention ot this 
brief and expedite Operation, and therefore in all 
Probabiliry i: was not known in Euclids Time. 
The great excellency of thele Characters is that 
che Place of them always difcovers the Denomina- 
tion, they bear ; as the firft Place to the right 
Hand thews that they bear Denomination of U- 
nites the fecond of Tens, &c, Now upon the 
neglect of the Contideranon of thefe Places of 
numbers, depends the novenary Proof both of 


Addition and Multiplication, which is only a ma- 


nifold Addition. In Addition the novenary Proof 


is thus: The confideration of the Places of- the 
Numbers being neglected, and 9 being deducted 
as often as it can be, if the remainder borh in the 
Summ otal, and in all che Members of Addition 
taken together be the fame, the Addition is truly 
performed. For by neglecting the confideration 
of the Places of Numbers we {uppofe each Figure 
to fignify only fo many Unites, fo that 46, for in- 
ftance, is only 4--6. The Difficulty then to be 
explained is, how 9 being deducted as often as it 
can from 46, the remainder comes t6 be the fame, 
whether this Number denore 4-6, #. e. 10 U- 
nites, or 40-—6, 3. ¢. 4 Decads or Tens and 6 
Unites: For 1 is the remainder in both Cates. 
Now the reafon of this is parsly thar 9 is lefs by 
one than 10; fo that as often as ever we reckon 
10, fooften we reckon 9 and one, as, 1o=9 and 1, 
$.¢. 9-1. 20=9--9, and 1—1. te, 18+ 2. 
30=9--97+-9, and 1--1-|-1. §. ¢. 27+ 3, Ge. 
Hence it is evident, that to refpeét the Place of 
Decads, that is, of the Nemerator 1 in 10, 2 in 
20, 3 in 30, &c. is no other than to add nix er to 
the given Numerator, according to its Numeral 
Ratio, that is, 9 to 1, 97-9 102, 9+9-—-9 to 
3, ce, But itis the fame Thing whether the nines 
be not added ar all, or when added be again Sub- 
tradted. And therefore it is the fame Thine 
wherher the Place of Decadsty negle@ed (be 
this is only, not to add the nines) or tos 
the fame, the nines being deducted (bec -: 
is to deduct the nines before added.) * 
here faid of the Place of Decads, may 
fhewn true of any other Place, fuppofe o:'u: J- 
reds, Thoufands, €¢. Only itis co be ebferved 
‘thar this holds true by the Deduction «5, but of 
no other Number, for a reafon 100 obvivn:t to be 
explained: As alfo, that the novenary _I’réof itfelf 
holds true only by Numbers, the Place: of which 
proceed in a decuple Ratio. And thereiore we fay 
that the Brevity of rhe novenary Proof depends alfo 
rtly upon the decuple Ratso of che Places ot 
umbers. [hus far we have confidered the no- 
venary Proof as ir isufed in Addition; and be- 
caufe (as we have already obferved ) Mulriplica- 
tion is only a manifold Addition, the reafon of the 
Operation in the one will difcover itielf to the con. 
fidering Reader by what we have {aid of it in the 
other. For both depend upon the fame Principles. 
We hall therefore conclude with this Obfervarion, 
that novenary Proot though indeed admirably ex- 
ite is yet fallible. For it is manifeft thac the 
laces of Figures being changed, the valve of them 
is alfo changed ; in the mean Time there is no 
change made of the novenary Proof, becaufe it 
has no regard to thofe Places. Notwitbftanding
